Just as trees are 


known by their fruits, whether they be 
good or evil, the motives of the Ameri- 
can people in "assuming the responsi-

in them by military power when neces- 
sary, may be judged by the fruiU of 
the few years that have elapsed sines 
the burden was assumed. 


In a financial way the exports have 


grown from ?8,SOO,000 to $49,000,000, 
and the imports from under {9,000,000 
to almost 137,000,000. Nearly $36,000.- 
000 of thesa imports were from the 
United States. Also the assessed valu- 
ation of property has increased from 
$30,000,000 to $179,000,000 
in eight 


yeare, and great public improvements 
have been made. Loans for local im- 
provements have also been authorized. 
A great system of Improved highways 
his been created and larga irrigation 
enterprises initiated. 
Great improve- 


ment In the public health. has resulted 
from the sanitary measures introduced, 
especially in the matter of yellow fever, 
malaria and hookworm, 190,000 cases of 
the latter having been treated.1 


But it is in public education that the 


greatest and most permanent benefits 
.have followed American control. The 
percentage of actual illiteracy-when 
we assume! control was 80. After 
three centuries of Spanish rule, only 20 
per cent of the population .could read or 
write, and this, of course, included all 
not natives Of the natives the per cent 
was much smaller. Now this illiteracy 
has been reduced to 66 per cent. This 
reduction is actually much greater than 
the percentage indicates, because it has 
been done by educating the boys and 
girls! The adult illiterates must re- 
main auch until they die. If the per- 
centage were applied only to the young- 
er generation, those who have come 
under, the tutelage of the schools, it 
would show a very small per cent of il- 
literacy. The rising generation is being 
educated, and it speaks English instead 
of, Or in addition to, Spanish: The same 
thing is going on in the Philippines. It 
means gradual Americanizing of the 
people and eventual capacity for self- 
government It is the common sense, 
humane, unselfish policy adopted by the 
Republican administration under which 
these islands were acquired, a policy 
which, in spite of the continued talk of 
immediate independence for the Philip- 
pines by those not having the responsi- 
bilities of office, is not likely to be aban- 
doned, because good' faith, common 
sense and our responsibility to civiliza 
tion prevent its abandonment

toryof the United States brought fort! 
?6,iOO,000,000 worth of crops, of which 
$2,896,000,000 was ' represented b; 
cereals alone, and $3,650,000,000 wortl 
of animals sold and slaughtered. Th 
value of the 1913 crop is twice as grea 
as that of 1899; more than a billion do! 
lars over 1909, and substantially greater 
than that of 1912. 
Of all the crops, 


however, it is estimated that 52 per 
cent will remain on farms and that 20 
per cent of the animal production will 
remain. On that basis, the cash in- 
come is estimated by the Department 
of Agriculture at ?5,847,000,000. 


Notwithstanding this record year of 


crop value, the department does not 
take the view that a lower cosl of living 
will follow as a consequence. 


"However desirable increased pro- 


duction on farms may appear to be 
from the consumers' standpoint, it does 
not follow that such increased produc- 
tion would result in any increase in the 
cash income per farm or per capita of 
farm population, or that prices paid by 
consumers would be any lower," says 
the report, "because retail prices are 
promptly raised on a prospect of under- 
production, and are very slow to de 
dine if there is overproduction. 


"The long line of distributors anc 


middlemen between the farmer and the 
consumer are in a position to take ad- 
vantage of the market, and to a cer- 
tain extent control the market, in both 
directions, because they are better or- 
ganized to keep informed of crop anc 
market conditions and to act promptly 
than either farmers or consumers, who 
are not organized, and as individuals 
are helpless. 


"The high prices paid by consumers 


ranging from 5 to nearly 500 per cent 
in some cases more than the fanner re 
ceives, indicate that there ia plenty o 
room for lowering the cost of farm 
products to consumers, and at tho same 
time largely increasing the cash incom 
per farm without increasing farm pro 
duction.
